Thousands of the elevators which 
dot the western Canadian prairies 
are there directly as the result of Sir 
Charles E. Saunders’ development of 
Marquis wheat.

The origination of Marquis about 
1904 and its development, refinement 
and multiplication between then and 
1911, when it first became generally 
known to farmers, was the work of j 
Sir Charles, son of the originator of 
the experimental farm system and a 
trained worker in chemistry and 
biology. From 1911 on a great many 
persons took a hand in the spread of 
Marquis wheat to general use in all 
three prairie provinces and to the 
United States where it has been the 
chief variety for the northern, spring 
wheat growing states. 

Professor Manley Champlin, of the 
University of Saskatchewan, recalled 
the part he played in the distribution 
of the seed.

And one result of such 
genious diplomacy was that late 
the spring of ’55, William Marshall 
sold for 52.50 a bushel at Tullamore 
the wheat which the rough winter 
had obliged him to store there. 

For years back, Upper Canada had 
been experiencing rapid growth. 
Farm produce of every kind had 
commanded a ready market at prices 
that were steady. Fall ’wheat of 
good milling quality had regularly 
brought the farmers four and six 
1 bushel; and in those days of hand- 


value. The Grand Trunk was spend- 
ing English money in railway con¬ 
tracts at the rate of £10,000 the mile. 
There was plenty of work to be had; 
and a steady stream of immigration 
was flowing into the Canadas.

Soviets Losing Wheat On Account Of 
Slow Reaping 

Wheat going to seed In the fields 
is cutting heavily into the Soviet’s] 
bumper crop, the government news¬ 
paper Izvestia declared. 

It ascribed most of the loss to use 
of old fashioned reaping methods for 
46 per cent of the crop. Modern 
combines had been expected to har¬ 
vest 75 per cent, of it. 

Only 234,000,000 bushels were! 
harvested while 30,000,000 more re¬ 
mained in the fields up to July 20. 
Izvestia said the harvest, up to then, 
was 12,500,000 acres behind the cor¬ 
responding date in 1936. 


Mysteries Of Gulf Stream 

Scientists To Study Effect Of Cur¬ 
rents On British Isles 

An International, three-way effort 
to penetrate the mysteries of the 
Gulf Stream and its influence on the 
British Isles was disclosed 
Oceanographic Institution. 

The attack on the vagaries of the 
warm stream from the tropics will 
be carried on for five years at the 
Oceanographic Institution, the Ber¬ 
muda biological station and in Eng¬ 
land. 

Columbus Iselin, acting Institution 
director, revealed the details and 
pointed out the study would embrace 
the effect of the Gulf Stream on the 
British climate and fisheries. 

The Institution’s floating labora¬ 
tory, the Atlantis, undertook the first ] 
part of the observations during June, 
while work on fitting out a boat to 
help her was rushed In England. 
Iselin said he hoped the British boat 
would be ready by early winter. 

“The first thing to learn is whether 
the ocean currents vary enough to 
be an important factor,” Iselin said. 

“In the past we have only been 
able to observe the strength of the 
current about four times a year. 
Now, with the other boat to help, ws 
are going to work out a short cut 
method so that we can get a much] 
more continuous record. That will] 
help In forecasting whether t 
Northeastern Atlantlo will have 
mild or cold winter and perhaps] 
whether fishing will be good 

“I have an idea that when there] 
is a marked amount of southerly ] 
winds during the summer a warm 
winter will follow. 

“Once we know definitely about] 
the movements of surface water pro¬ 
duced by the wind we can take 
weather maps and compute the prob- ] 
able movements of the water. For! 
instance, if we have an excess of 
southerly winds the warm sea 
face will shift to more northern lati¬ 
tudes and this will probably tend to 
Increase the air temperature in Eng¬ 
land.” 

The British Government provided] 
about $21,000 for the start of the 
work, Iselin said, and it* will furnish 
about $16,000 annually for five years.

Britain Boosts Railway Rates 

Five Per Cent Increase To Be 
Effective Oct 1 

The railway rates tribunal author¬ 
ized a five per cent Increase In Bri¬ 
tish railroad charges effective Oct 1. 

Workmen’s fares and freight 
charges of coal and merchandise will 
remain at about the present level 
while suburban passengers in 
London district will not be affected. 

The change was made after the 
tribunal conducted a 16-day inquiry 
costing about £100,000 (about $498.- 
000). Iron, steel and coal industries, 
the National Farmers’ Union, dock 
and harbor authorities and the Na¬ 
tional Newsagents’ Federation oppos¬ 
ed the railway’s application for 
creased fares.

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NOTES AND COM MENTS 

TWENTY-FIVE YEARS of effort in behalf cf the com- 
munity in which he started business was brought to a 
close on July 27 by the death of Herb G. McCrea, publisher 
and proprietor of the Hanna Herald. He fought against 
physical handicaps which in the majority of cases would 
have been taken as good and sufficient reason to cease fur¬ 
ther effort. But not so with this stout-hearted publisher, 
whose 45 years of life ended on a bed of suffering. 

J-JIS WAS no selfish interest in publishing a weekly news¬ 
paper. It was not merely to make a living for himself 
and family. He had always bigger things in mind, and that 
was the development and welfare of the rural district which 
surrounded Hanna. Even during dry years, when pessimism 
prevailed among so many, he was always expressing his faith 
that times would change, and kept agitating for rehabilitation 
of the drouth areas by irrigation and by the building of 
reservoirs and dams. 

|T SO OFTEN happens that a man is not appreciated at 
his true worth till he passes from the scene. His efforts 
are taken for granted, and very little tangible appreciation 
is shown. Particularly in newspaper work is this a fact. 
Let an editor put up a campaign for something of value to 
his community, and he will receive many praises and maybe 
criticism as well. But if he should voice the opinions of the 
minority, whose voices might be drowned out by the ma¬ 
jority, then he is threatened with dire consequences. News¬ 
papermen know it only too well, but no true newspaperman 
will trim his sails to the passing breezes of popular fancy. 
He will stand by what he believes is right, and this was one 
of the outstanding traits of Herb McCrea, besides other 
newspaper publishers who would scorn to play the part of 
jellyfish. 

MEN IN BUSINESS in a small way often fail to realize 
the value of a community weekly newspaper. Enter- 
prizing men and men in big business affairs know that in its 
field the rural weekly newspaper is asimportant'as the daily. 
That is why large national advertisers apportion part of 
their money to the aggressive weekly newspapers, The 
death of Herb McCrea has brought home to the people of 
his district and to the province at large the influence which 
a well conducted weekly newspaper exercises. The tributes 
from people in many walks of life in Alberta demonstrate 
the fact. 

gY THE TIME this appears in print, we will be a con¬ 
siderable distance from the scene of ourlabors, consequent¬ 
ly we will miss the daily interest and spice of local affairs. 
One of our annual extravagances, if you care to term it as 
such, is to attend the annual convention of weekly news¬ 
paper publishers representative of the nine provinces of 
Canada, This year they meet in that old city of Halifax, 
where the provincial government of Premier Angus Mac¬ 
Donald has a little warmer feeling for the gentlemen of the 
press than has our own high prophet, priest and king of 
Calgary Prophetic Bible Institute. People from Alberta are 
viewed with a somewhat suspicious air when they travel to 
distant fields, and not infrequently pointed questions are 
asked as to the reason Alberta people fall for this and that 
kind of doctrine. All we can answer is that there are still 
some people left whojhaven’t been hypnotized and who be¬ 
lieve that sanity in governmental administration will eventu¬ 
ally prevail when the smoke gets out of the people’s >eyes.
